CSt and flew VFR direet vilchita Falls, R1O Amarillo, G4 Meumcart, 

ead returned over the same route. I was flying B-26 SB65— waat 
bouad flight altitudes was rs feet. ATA at Amarillo was 2057 csT, 
NKooroximately SO nautical miles west of Amarillo on alrway green 4 
at 2105 CST, Capt fANGs and I observed 1 white light of round 
snape and great Intensity. Our alreraft was on a heading of 257°, 
and the object sesmed to ba ab the elaven o'clock posLtion ub our 
same altitude. As we drew closer to the light, I noticed it ras of 
blut ya white color with frequent green tints. I qnaged it to.be for- 
nilas-trom us S55 moving ahead and parallel oO our course. The 
Sius of the object © estimate at three tlmes the size of a U-54 air- 
crart. After watehing the lisht for five minutes, Lb made a varti- 
cal climo of 7000 feet in about five seconds and entered 4a broken 
overcast ab about 145,000 fest. As it entered ths 2 oacaas it imparted 
to the clouds similar to a search LI GHt strikiag clouds.” Ae 
ti ‘ime ft contacted the CAA operator at Tacumcar’ and told him of 
my observation. Shortly thereafter the light reappearsed_heneath the 
clouds. (le inforned the CAA operator that it was pougaly south-west 
of town, bub he waa unable to see the object from outside his build- 
ing. After two.mlnutes.the object.climbed to.the west and disappear 
od. The weather directly above us vas clear anda full moon ws out, 
Vlatotitey was.in.excess of fifty miles. To the west Chere was a 
thla broken. overcaah-atb-13,000 feat. (All altitudes tn: this rsport 
are MSL). We arrived over Tucumcari at 2123 CST, climbed to 7000 
foes and completed the flight without further incident. No attempt 
~as made to intercept the object. One sast bound aircraft was ob=- 
served at about 7000 feet shortly before we reached Tucumcari.
